Douglas, on trial before Judge 
Ray mond J. Mino for the stran 
gulation murder of the tavern 
operator, testified under direct 
ex amination by Harry Gold, de 
ifense counsel, that he was in the 
,Circle Bar and Restaurant on 
the early morning of July 1. 
1969. and saw Alon/er Trammell 
hit Mrs. Carpino and knock her 
to the floor and then kick her be 
fore he (Trammell) picked her 
up and took her into the rear 
of the restaurant. 
Douglas recalled the night of 
June 30 when he and Trammell 
visited several taverns before 
going to the Circle Bar a second 
time. 
He testified that Tram 
mell went in the tavern "cuss 
ing" 
and 
made 
indecent 
re 
marks to Mrs. Carpino. 
The 
defendant said Trammell went 


back of the bar and hit the pro 
prietor 
koncking 
her 
to 
the 
floor, 
kicked 
her 
and 
then 
picked 
up 
Mrs. 
Carpino and 
took her to the back room. 
Subsequently Trammell reen 
tered the bar from the rear and 
Douglas asked "I said man why 
did y ou do that?"

The U.S. Chamb er o f Co mmerce eco n o mist, in his 
y ear en d o u tlo o k, fu rther cheers the 197 0 p ictu re with the 
calcu latio n that u n emp lo y men t “ p ro b ab ly will n o t reach 
fiv e p er cen t." This is n o t g reatly alarmin g , as u n em­ 
p lo y men t reached fo u r p er cen t in the late su m m er with 
n o g en erally distu rb in g resu lts. 
The g ro wth rate fo r do llar g ain in the Gro ss Natio n al 
Pro du ct fo r 197 0 is p redicted b y Madden to reach 2.7 p er 
cen t, o n ly .3 p er cen t less than last y ear’s three p er cen t 
g ain . The slo wdo wn will b e felt thro u g h the third q u ar­ 
ter o f the n ew decade's first y ear. 
Dr. Madden credits co n su mers with the in tellig en ce 
to co n tin u e wise sp en din g (Ed. n o te: This can b e do n e 
b y retailers main tain in g g o o d adv ertisin g lev els), so that 
the declin e in defen se sp en din g (ab o u t $5 b illio n ) do es 
n o t thro w the eco n o my askew. The b u sin ess sp ecialist 
sees b u sin ess in v estmen t sp en din g as sho win g so me do l­ 
lar in crease in 197 0. 
When in v estmen ts can co n tin u e to b e made, when em ­ 
p lo y men t dro p s b u t little, it lo o ks like a v ery g o o d y ear. 
That is, if the co n su mer can keep his head an d co n tin u es 
his n o rmal b u y in g . He's the key . It all dep en ds o n y o u .
